CiNn^NATi, Dec 10.— A oonaultatloD ba* 
tween Mr. Harper and hii coaneel, to de- 
termine whether the defendant ihould tnke 
the witneas eUnd, waa held in the jail laat 
Bight, and occupied four houra. Harper'i 
ooonsal vngtd Um not to Uka the stand, 
stating to hira, in plain tanas, that a ooo- 
Tiotion upon tbe eridaaw WM • dartalaiy, 
and that to testify in his own behalf would 
•imply beaiMing perjury, which would ma- 
terially iiu-roaae his •♦■ntf uc •. He was ad- 
viied to throw himnelf uptm the mercy of 
the court Mrs. Harper Juiued lu the en- 
treaties Harper, bo«*T«r, obstinaWljr da-

I Harper was bore haaded thraanotaa which 
directed whaai deala to ba made. They 
ware either signed tor "O KM" by his 
initials, and waa aikad what ha knew about 
them. 

"In March, 1887, I insisted on his selling 
ing out his wheat deal to proteot the bank 
with the cash realised from tbe sale. He 
replied that to sell to any , advantage it was 
necessary to buy sonM wheat that day in 
order to strengthen the market that he 
oould sell out to advantage on tbe morrow. 
"VL would like to have your advice,' he said. 
I agreed to that I said, 'Make out your or- 
der to buy wheat, and if it is all right I will 
O. K. it.' Mr. Wilshire sent ^ tl» bank 
this note that he was going to buy that day 
180,000 butbais ot wheat, and I (r K. 'd it 
It waa no act or aoooknt of mine in any 
shape or form.

I "Matters ran along from the time of tbe 
ino.OiK) transactioa I refused to loan Wil- 
ihire any more money. He brought me iu 
' money of his brother in Cleveland, who ia 
worth $.'>0,00<<. Later he came to me and 
•aid he could get $:,0«iO,000 from Lewis if 
I the bauk would guarauteexM per oent. of it 
. He then arrauged for us to meet Lewis at 
' hi^ residence on Mt Auburn, and that we

"Mr. Wilshire wee making large accounts 
tor Lewis, Kennedy A Co., and brought in 
lhair paper to the amount of $50,00<> and 
we discounted it for him. Tliat was, I think, 
before the Lewie traneaotioa Mr. Kennedy 
kept an aoouuiit at the banks and our direc- 
tors have said tliat they would loan hiiu 
$25,000 in his own name. Of o.)urse, Mr. 
Wilshiire, being so largely indebted to us, 
wa were glail to gut any additional seourity 
we ooulcL He also brought us the paper 
of L. Ij. Lappy aii^ we discounted that 
That was also before tbe Lewis transaction; 
that is prior to February, 1887. Wilshire 
also brought many of his railroad stocks to 
us. He brought us stock* iu the Cincinnati 
Northern railroad, which was quoted at 
about 47. The president of tha bank, Brig^s 
Swift, said it was good. I took it on his 
itatemeiit because he was a director in tbe 
road. That wax for $10^0001 TlMI ia 
this wheat buxiueM. 

"June 14 Wilshire beggeil for a loan of 
1300,000. He !«aid the Chicago board had 
ohaugud tha rulee on him," continued Hur- 
per. "I told him that he had lied tu lue and 
deceived nirt and 1 would uot let hiin have 
it At uoou, when I was taking luv lunch 
at Boman's, Wilshire and Benjamin K. Hop- 
kins came to ins, and, with tears lu their 
•yes, bagged for a luau of $000,000. I dis- 
patched to the American Exchange National 
bank of Chicago, inquiring Into tbe situa- 
kion. The reply oaiue, 'if Wilshire ie tiers 
to-morrow with $000,000 he wUl be saved. 
Auswor quick.' Fiually, after a oonsulta- 
tioa twtweeu Hopkins, Wilshire and I, it 
was decided to advance ttie money and save 
the bank. Wilshire was then worried leat 
the funds should be attached in Chicago, 
uid wanted sometxidy to go with turn. 
Hopkius theu telephoned to J. W. Hoyt, at 
Uellii, to auooiupauy Wilsiiire to Cuic«ga 
Oahr was seat to CtUoaKO to gat a guarantee 
from the bank boloM tS^ tmUt woro tpravd 

over. 

"1 saw Oahr and Wilshire ou the Ibth. 
Ualir said he had only got a verbal guarau- 
(se. I told (iahr that they had been d^ 
seived by their assooiatec [Here Harper's 
voice grew husky, and he wiped hia eyec] 
( got together all my individual resourcee 
to save tlie bank- But the run began. The 
oflloers of the bank hastened to pull out- 
beating ttie publio in this regard. They 
never made the slightest t'lTort to save the 
bank with their individual resources. They 
pulled out the money 1 diimixxl in. Finally, 
June M, Uuu. I'owell caaie. I lul.l hiui it 
would l>e ruiiiouii to examine into the bank 
at tliat tiiue. C>«n. I'owell iheu said that if 
by S o'clock the next niorniji^ itr)'M,^HtO was 
raisad the bank oouid remuin o^kui. I offered 
to raise $:iiM>, 000. Zmimeriuaii ottered Ilia 
kssistttiKxi. But lue uiuer direotors did 
nDttil"g and so the tiaufc ciosud. " '

FOHTUN ATi DISC OVmV. 

Thres Hen Attempt to Blow an leland 
Knttreljr Out of Existence. 

Haufax, N, H., Dec. lo.— A blinding 
snow storm prevailed here last night Thii 
fact appears to have tieen taken into consid- 
eration by persons whoee intention seems to 
liave t>een to ftlow up one of our principal 
forta In tbe oeuteB of the harbor, and 
nearly opponito the principal i>art of the 
city is a siiliII island uot over K) yards 
square. On this island is one of the strong- 
est forts in America, having very heavy 
guns on all four sidee. At present it is used 
principally as headquarters of ^the subma- 
rine mining or torpedo department A tank 
has been built which coutains many tons of 
gun cotton. 

About il o'clr>ck last night a d'iughter of 
one of the solilivrs on the island bad occa- 
sion t^.i go out ot doors, and was surprised to 
•ee three inau working at the gun cotton 
tank, which is at present at the northeast 
corner of the island. The strangers paid no 
attention to tbe girl, perhaps didn't see her, 
and going back to the house sbo gave tha 
alarm. When some of the •oldiers arrived 
two of the iatruders took to their heels, and 
the third, on finding himself alono, started 
after them with tlie remark: "I ain't going 
to do all the dirty work. " Before they oould 
be captured tb <y woi h in a boat tboy luidoa 
the beach and soon out of sight 

It is supposed they boarded a schooner 
which wait noticed anchored off tbe island 
before the snow storm set in. The military 
is all excitement The police have Immu 
asked to watch all veeeels and landing 
places and no vessel will be allowed to leave 
the harbor without being thoroughly 
searched. It may be stated that no one but 
thoee coimeoted with tbe fort is allowed to 
land ou the island. If those three men in- 
tended blowing up the gun pow>ler and suc- 
oeeded in their ectieine Uie whole ialand 
woald havo baaa blown out oC o«latoBCk 

Snsplcloas Charaeters Arrested.

Tbe Countess Wolkenstein-Troetburg, 
wife of tha Anslrian ambassador at St, 
PMersburg, haa baon aelaotad as one of tito 
intriguers, and ooatinental ditpatchei ia> 
formed us Aiutria was aKout to recall her 
ambassador, li is a fact worthy of note 
that this hu^i not in'^u done. 

It was aNo stiit<«<l about two weeks ago 
that the t-/. ir, m const qiionco of n changed 
heart to.vard (inrnmiiy and Itismarck, 
whom he hud riiiijii(l,{,vl, wns to counter- 
mand his war iniiiister's order for the con- 
centration of troops in Poland. The order 
has evidently never been countermanded. 
Tha whole iruch of the matter is that 
Prince Von I'. snuirok is strongly Huspooted 
of having » ritt.«u the objectionable letters 
himself, anil limt the czar bos cuiiie to this 
opinion. Tht< idea is that Bismarck, think- 
ing that lit! held a very giKKl hand, tried a 
game of bluif with tlie czar and the latter 
refused to be frightened. \la declined to 
meet Emperor William at KUjttin iu conse- 
quence of the letters, and only out of con- 
sideration for the letter's fetilile condition 
and on a'^count of the illness of the crown 
prince did he consent to the intervittw at 
Berlin. He refusttd to meet Bismarck, but 
the latter force'i himself u(K)u him, and 
realizing thiit his game of blulf had failed, 
denied writing the letters. 

It is now state 1 that tbe czar, U>iiig con- 
vinced of tilt) duplicity of the Uerntan 
olianoellor, has ordered the mamiing of {the 
troops along the frontiur. Thus he shows 
hi* contempt of the triple powers. Accord- 
ing to 8ir Charles Dilke, who i.s a good 
authority, K'l.s-na can put four millions of 
traifieti nit-n into the tield within thirty 
days, while tbe ctmiliinoil armies of Qer- 
inany and Austria would ahuw not quito 
three millions. If Italy could muster 800,. 
OOO she \«-uM ilo well. .So it appear* that 
the czar hiiH nothing to fear from Oermany 
after all, and it is not to bo frigbtaiMd b|^ 
the German obanoellor.
